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1. After the Commmist occupation of Manchuria in November 1948, the Mullen 
Railroad Administration under the Railway Devartment of the Military Control 
Commission assumed direction of all railvays and their oneration in Man- 
churia. Communist authorities took over all ~roverty of the railroad, ine 
cluding files, funds, records, stores, aiministrative material and versonnel. 
The Nationalist director of the Mulcien Railroad Administration was forced to 
continue in his position for six months to suverintend the transi'er of the 
reilroads to the Communistiani the training of Commmnist versonnel to re~- 
lace the Nationalist adminiatrative etaff. Durins this veriod the director 
hed a car at-his disnosal buf vas guarded twenty-four hours a day by two 
Communist guards. He was ordered to male recommendations on each Nationalist 
staff member who remained with the railrosd. In one instance where he failed 
to mention that one office worker smoked onium, a fact of which he was not 
evare, the Communists insisted on checking svery item in all hig records and 
files before they would accept his judgment on any other office nersonnel. 


2+ Although the Chinese Communists nominally administer the Manchurian railroa’s, 

actual control and direction are in the hands of the Soviets. All irmortant 
posts in the Mukden Railroad Administration rare held by Soviet personnel as 
administrators, technicians, or advisers. Although Chinese Com-unists nar- 
ticloate with the Soviets in daily meetings concerning administration, real 

: policy decisions are mate at snecial meetings late at night, with only the 
too level nersoniel present. Soviet officials are attached te or head all 
such departments as engineering, oneration, ganitation, and revairs. Al- 
though no secret is mafe of these Soviet emmloyees, they do not exchange 
namecards with their Chinese colleagues, and many Chinese never learn the 
navies of their Soviet associates. 


3- Within five months after the Corrunist entry,.all lines were again in over- 
ation in Manchuria,” excent for some double track lines which had not been 
revaired. The Mukien-Chinchou-Chengtu and the Methokou-Tunghua lines are 
in operation. 4s there are na linea directly from Antung to Datren and Port 
Arthur, the traffic mast go by way of Mukien. 


4. The tracks between Harbin and Manchouli are Russian mauge (5! O''), the oniy 
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. Conngnt. Presumably, through railroad traffic hes been ovened 
between the Chinese Eastern Railway (North Manchurian Railway) and the 
South Manchurian Railway. According to the Sino-Soviet Railroad Agree 
ment of August 1945, (never mt into effect) the main trunk lines of the 
Chinese Fastern Railway and South Manchurian Railway were to ha doinmsdt into 
one railroai system and jointly administered by the Soviet Union and 
the Republic of China.
